Discs can be adjusted to cut 6-inch, 8-inch or 10-inch furrows. The “Ground Hog” will satisfactorily 
plow adobe or other hard, dry soils that other plows fail to penetrate.

HIS is a new machine for plowing and pulverizing the soil 8 to 16 inches deep and 8 to 16 inches wide 

—as adjusted. Deep Tilling, however, is not necessary every year, therefore we have built this plow 
so that it is convertible into a sulky plow—gang plow—or deep tiller, combining three machines in one. 

In deep tilling the front disc follows in the furrow made by the rear disc on the previous round— 
the rear disc opens up a new furrow and is controlled by a gauge wheel that holds it at a uniform depth 
under any and all conditions, thereby securing a uniform seed bed over all the field. 

The old top soil and the new bottom soil are thoroughly pulverized and mixed together. The full 
value of the old soil is retained and the new soil is mixed with it on top. For the deep breaking-up of 
lands preparatory to setting out orchards, planting tree-nurseries, vines, orange trees, etc., this plow 
is strongly recommended.

It makes a remarkably fine seed bed 
which consumes moisture. It mixes the bottom soil with the top soil and 
completely buries trash and all sorts of vegetable growth which produces 
humus in the soil. 

The benefits of plowing under surface growths to rot and warm and fer- 
tilize the soil, needs no recommendation from us—suffice to say that the Cal- 
ifornia Deep Tiller will put the weeds and the weed seed so deep 
that they cannot sprout, must decay and thereby add humus to the 
soil, enriching instead of depleting the land, and giving the growing 
crops the free and unrestricted use of all moisture, thus insuring 
an inerease of twenty to one hundred per cent in yield. 

Deep Tilling creates a reservoir all over the field for the recep- 
tion and retention of rainfall as fast as it comes, and in sufficient 
quantity to carry the crop through any period of draught. 

Were it possible to plow even twelve inches deep with a mould- 
board plow, how could the land be pulverized afterwards to a depth 
of twelve inches? We know of no pulverizer that will go, to 
that depth, therefore it will be seen that a DISK, instead of a mould- 
board must be used, as the disc thoroughly pulverizes the soil as it turns the furrow slice, and double @ 
tion must be had in each furrow, as it would be impossible for one disc to go that deep and do perfect wor 
REMEMBER—deep tilling means less water for the irrigationist and more moisture for the dry fa 
mer. It means better soil and larger crops.

In vineyards, berry or hop fields this implement will in one operation plow the entire distance between 
rows out (up to 8 ft.) and by reversing, throw the dirt back to the vines again, leaving the land level and 
in good tilth. It will enter the ground to the depth of an ordinary mold board plow as the discs are deep dished 
and of graduated diameters. 


It is wonderful for use in banking up or cultivating crops planted in rows like tomatoes, cantaloupes, 
asparagus, etc., and can be used to break down and level these beds. 


It is an excellent cover crop disc and will actually turn under growth that prevents other disc harrows 
from working. 


These implements are indispensable in any Orchard or Vineyard of importance. They multiply the earn- 
ing power of the men that use them throughout the country and are quickening and lightening their work 
about 60 per cent.
